The chairman of the Central Elec- 
tions Committee, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Haim Cohn, the na- 
tion last night over Israel TV, urged 
voters to cast their ballots early. 

The Interior Minister, Dr. Yosef 
Burg, who has parliamentary res- 
ponsibility for administering the 
election laws, appealed over TV to 
the voters and the political parties to 
maintain public order 80 as to facil- 
ttate the voting process. “We shall 
ail vote ‘agour conscience best guides 
us as citizens,” Dr. Burg said. 

The Knesset building was a hive 
of activity late last night as three 
separate control centres held “dry 
runs” in preparation for the massive 
election operation.

Meanwhile, 
his deputies on the Central Elections 
Committee will take turns — two 
by two from different parties — to 
guide the course of the elections by 
taking instant decisions, to solve 
Problems as they crop up. 

For the first time, the Central 
Hlections Committee will publish a 
monitor service from its control 
room on the fifth floor of the Knes- 
set — reporting the comparative 
participation im the voting (as 
against 1969) every two hours start- 
ing at 10 am. 

It wiil ‘base its statistics on a 
sample of 20 different polling sta- 
‘tions in each of the 16 districts. 

The 12 officials in the control 
centre will take down reports on 
polling stations which fall to open, 
or where the committee ts not at 
full strength; on incidents at the 
stations which mar the smooth flow 
of ‘balloting; on shortage of slips, 
envelopes, registers, and so forth. 

The results at each polling sta- 
tion will ‘be made available to the 
preas and other media by the 16 
‘districts, as each count 19 com- 
pleted and the material sealed, for 
dispatch to Jerusalem. These indi- 
vidual results will provide the basis 
for fairly accurate analysis of the 
overall resuitt a few ‘hours after 
midnight.
